ton said. “The resignation came 
as a complete surprise to us all, 
and we have had no epportunity 
to cast about for a new head for 
the university.” 
Among those mentioned as prob- 
able successors to Dr. Barrows 
were Dr. James Rowland Angell, 
president of Yale University, and 
President Henry Suzzallo of the 
University of Washington. Both 
educators were considered two and 
a half years ago by the board, when 
former president of the university, 
Dr. Benjamin Ide Wheeler, re- 
tired after twenty years’ service. 
Dr. Suzzallo stands in the first 
ranks as an educator. He is a 
native of San Jose and a graduate

Among these were 
Dr. Franeis Gay, hool 
of Commerce: Prof. Charlies H. 
Haskins, Harvard, and Prof. James 
Geddes, Jr.. Boston University. 
Prof. J. C. Merriam, professor of 
Paleantology at Berkeley also was 
discussed as a poasible successor 
to Dr. Wheeler. 

The rumor that Dr. Barrows was 
influenced to resign through aspira- 
tions of a political nature were 
not considered seriously by the 
regents. They pointed out that Dr. 
Barrows's request for a year in 
which to travel, following his re- 
tirement, and his desire to resume 
his former post as professer of 
political science set all rumors of 
this sort at rest.

INDIA’S FUTURE 
PARSEE’S TOPIC 


Dominion Status Now. Desire 
of Country 


Ghandfs imprisonment by the 
British was the result of his de- 
flection from his original program 
.of nonviolence in speech and ac- 
tion, according to the opinion ex- 
pressed yesterday at the City Club 


‘iby B. P. Wadia, an authority on 


Indian topics, who told his audi- 
ence that the moral effects of the 
Ghandi propaganda are influencing 
the peoples of all the world. 

Mr. Wadia, who is a Parsee of 
scholarly attainments and an ¢x- 
ponent of constitutional home rule 
for India, said that the one thing 
for which India has to thank Great 
Britain is the establishment of uni- 
versities which produced the stu- 
dents who made India’s emancipa- 
tion ble. 

“Within the next efx years India 
is bound to reach the same position 
now occupied by Australia and 
Canada, a self-governing dominion. 
instead of what she has been for 
hundreds of years, a dependency 
of the British Empire.” said the 
speaker. “India’s desire is for the 
dominion status. She is willing and 
will be glad to co-operate with En- 
giand on terms of friendship, but 
in no other way.” 

Answering those who have as- 
serted that England's withdraway 
from India would result in miagov- 
ernment by the Indians, and poesi- 
bly civil wars, Mr. Wadia emilingly 
reminded his audience that India 
had man to get along somehow 
or other 5000 years before the Brit- 
ish came.

“But granting that we should not 
be able to vern ourselves in a 
manner conformable to the ideals 
of other peoples, would it not be 
our own business?” asked Mr. Wa- 
dia. “Suppose we do mutilate one 
another—ie it not our own coun- 
try? Lam sure we would even pre- 
fer an aristocracy of brown men 
benevolent despotism of 
Great Britain.” 

At the beginning of his address 
Mr. Wadia requested his hearers 
to forget for the time all the news 
they had read in the papers, say- 
ing that since his arrival in Amer- 
iea recently he had read many ca- 
blegrams ag! oem to have come 
from across the seas which he was 
sure were perpetrated tn America. 


MISSIONARIES OF SCIENCE 

In conclusion, Mr. Wadia said 
that India needs American mission- 
aries, but explained that India does 
not need or want the type of Chris- 
tian missionaries we are sending 


now. 
“We know the Bible fairly well,” 
he sald, “perhaps better than many 
of the miasionaries who try to ex- 
lain it to ua What we do need 
the American missionary who 
will tell us about your new dis- 
coveries and inventions in the 
realms of ecience. Such mission- 
ary work will be to your advan- 
tage, also, for we should not for- 
get that this is an economic, a com- 
mercial and a scientific age, and 
that whatever helps any single na- 
tion may be made, through inter- 
national fraternity and effort, to 
work to the of all na- 
tiona.”
